One man in critical condition following Sunday 


shooting; another plbeskiee for attempted murder | 


An Elba man remained in 
the hospital in critical con- 
dition as of press time this 
week following a Sunday 
afternoon, June 6, shooting 
incident in Elba; another 
remained in the Coffee 
County Jail charged with 
attempted murder. 

Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey said his dispatch 
team received a report just 
after 4 p.m. Sunday after- 
noon of a gunshot victim 
on Caroline Street in Elba. 
Upon arrival on scene, he 
said officers located the vic- 
tim, Michael Juan Patrick, 
age 67, of Elba, suffering 
from a gunshot wound ‘to 
the abdomen area. 

Hussey said Patrick was 
transported by Enterprise 
Rescue to Southeast Health 
in Dothan, Ala. where he 
underwent emergency sur- 
gery. As of press time this 
week, his condition was 
listed as critical. 

The investigation into

the shooting revealed the 
shooting had taken place 
at a different location than 
where the victim was locat- 
ed, Chief Hussey said offi- 
cers were led to a residence 
on Guyton Street, where 
Ozell McNabb, age 58, of 
Elba, was arrested. He was 
charged with attempted 


murder and discharge of a 
firearm into an occupied 
dwelling/building. 

As of press time this 
week, McNabb remained in 
the Coffee County Jail. His 
bond was set at $50,000 
for the attempted murder 
charge and $30,000 for the 
discharge of a firearm into 
and occupied dwelling/ 
building charge. 

Chief Hussey said this 
shooting remains under 


charges could be pending. 
With the incident still under 
investigation, the chief did 
not reveal any motive that 
may have led to the shoot- 
ing. 

On behalf of the Elba 
Police Department, Hussey 
thanked the Coffee County 
Sheriff’s | Department, 
the New Brockton Police 
Department, and the 12th 
Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney’s Office for their 
assistance in this matter.

Coffee County BOE members provided update 
on superintendent search during work session

During a work session held Thursday 
evening, June 3, the Coffee County Board 
of Education discussed the ongoing pro- 
cess for finding a new superintendent of 
schools. 

Board attorney James Tarbox told mem- 
bers that all applications had been received, 
and he asked each to set up an appointment 
with his office this week [June 7-11] to be 
able to come individually to look at the 
applications. He said each board member 
would be asked to rank the applicants 
choosing his/her top five picks. 

Tarbox said there were a dozen appli- 
cants for the job. 

The attorney further noted that after 
each board member had gone through the 
applications and ranked his/her top five, his 
office would then compile a list of the top 


applicants based on those rankings. 

The board is anticipated to meet again 
sometime during the week of June 14-18, 
most likely June 15th based on the discus- 
sion held during the June 3rd work session, 
to announce the candidates to be inter- 
viewed for the job. The board is expected 
to interview anywhere from 3-5 candidates 
for the job. 

From there, the board discussed poten- 
tially holding the interviews around June 
23-25. Board chairman Brian McLeod 
asked the members to block off those 
dates for interviews, He said hopefully all 
interviews could be completed in one day, 
but that would depend on schedules for the 
candidates and the board. 

The board hopes to be able to announce 
its choice for the new superintendent by 
the end of June, if the process remains on 
track.

A new local ministry has 
been quite visible recently 
in Elba, and ministry orga- 
nizer J.R. Shell hopes and 
prays this God-led vision 
can help love fill the gap 
where needs are recognized. 

Shell, originally from 
Troy, Alabama, said he 
moved to Elba thinking it 
would be a temporary stop 
on his journey; but, after 
being in Elba a short time, 
he said he realized the need 
in Elba was greater than he 
had ever seen or imagined. 

“Just the homeless people, 
drug addicts, hungry, and 
people just going through 
the struggle is tough,” Shell 
said. “It’s really heartbreak- 


ing. So, instead of sitting 
around watching tyv., I 
decided to get up and do 
something about it.” 

That is when Shell said 
God gave him the vision 
to start a ministry in Elba 
called “Let Love Be The 
Bridge” ministries. He said 
this ministry will involve 
letting love gill the gap 
between the community and 
the drug addicts, the home- 
less people, the lost, and 
anyone who needs help. 

“Love is going to fill 
the gap,” Shell said. “The 
vision is to save the lost, 
get people off these wacky 
drugs, and be a resource 
center where people can

Don’t know what is going to happen with the nongeee | 
Alabama prison system’s plan to lease three ultra- # 
modern prisons from private companies. A plan to “i 
build two of them collapsed recently when funding 
for the projects fell through — largely because of 
political pressure from citizens (bank customers) 
and residents near the two sites announced for con- 
struction. Governor Kay Ivey was rumored a couple 
of weeks ago to be about to call a special session 
of the Alabama Legislature for later this month, 
but recent comments from her indicate she has no 


set date for that special session. Probably smart, 


because opinions by lawmakers over how to solve 
the prison overcrowding issue are all over the map, 
with no one plan getting anything close to a majority 
support. Politics being what it is, we doubt any plan 
that doesn’t upgrade and keep most of the existing 
prisons across Alabama will fail. The communities 
with prisons want to keep the steady jobs in their 
area. Most of those areas without a prison don’t 
want a big jail in their backyard. Thus the governor 
must bite the bullet, agree with lawmakers to spend 
whatever funds can be mustered and add capacity 
to those prisons already functioning in Alabama. 
Then maybe the threat of a federal takeover of the 
Alabama prison system will subside. 


Any news headline that mentions “Alzheimer’s 
medicine” naturally grabs our attention, having 
recently been down that road with our wife and 
years earlier with two other close relatives. During 
the weekend the internet offered up one such news 
article. Of course, anything that will successfully 
tackle this attack on the brain should be welcomed. 
However, we swallowed hard with the comments 
that not all experts support the “new” drug, named 
Aduhelm as being effective. Some tests have shown 
almost zero benefits and others somewhere in the 
30% - 35% range of benefits. We think that is a good 
start on a disease that has a 100% fatality rate. Then 
the second shoe dropped when Biogen, the devel- 
oper of this disease modifying treatment, projected 
a $65,000 annual price tag . . . per patient! Even if 
insurance companies pick up part of the cost, it will 
still be ultra expensive to patients. That price means 
many potential patients will not have the chance to 
be in that winning 30%. 


A couple of weeks ago we had a short chat with Elba 
native Bob Inman. He was on a ‘zip in and zip out’ 
trip to Elba. Local fans of the array of books he has 
authored will be pleased to know that he expects to 
have another book on the market early next year. 
We resisted the urge to ask any questions about the 
setting, the story line, etc. and will wait until this 
new book hits the bookstores to find out what it is all 
about. Stay tuned for any new developments. 


We just finished rereading Walter Cronkite’s story 
of his storied life, first aa bavi a paper route as a 
child to his career as a reporter during WWII and 
later as a TV anchorman and being classified by 
many as “the most trusted person in America”. It 
was published some 20/30 years ago and it is amaz- 
ing that some of the predictions he made back all 
those years ago about the direction journalism/radio/ 
newspapers and TV were going are now reality ... 
. unfortunately. 


The national news media exploded Tuesday afternoon 
with a story indicating that the 25 richest Americans 
including Jeff Bezos, Michael Bloomberg, and Elon 
Musk paid relatively little — and sometimes nothing 
— in federal income taxes between 2014 and 2018, 
according to an analysis from the news organization 
ProPublica that was based on a trove of Internal 
Revenue Service tax data, The report showed that 
the nation’s richest executives paid just a fraction 
of their wealth in taxes — $13.6 billion in federal 
income taxes on $401 billion of their wealth. 


Now, before someone starts advocating hanging 
those ultra rich guys from the closest oak tree, pon- 
der the fact that most of their wealth gain was in the 
increased price of stocks they own the same 
place millions of regular Americans also invest their 
lifetime and/or retirement savings. If you monkey 
very much with the tax code to “get those guys”, you 
might also be creating a disaster situation with your 
own retirement fund’s assets!

Matthew 17:20 - And Jesus said unto them, Because of 
your unbelief: for verily I say unto you,If ye have faith as 
a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say unto this mountain, 
Remove here to yonder place; and it shall remove; and 


nothing shall be impossible unto you. 


For a correct understanding and context of this verse we 
must observe that Christ has just been on the mountaintop 
becoming transfigured. While there, a man comes to the 
disciples of Christ in need of a miracle on behalf of his 
son; however, nine of the twelve disciples of Jesus could 
notheal him. Christ shows them that the miracle was pos- 
sible - the difference between their being able to do it and 
Him performing the miracle is found in this verse today. 
Let us listen at the explanation that Christ offers in this 


verse. 


First, as we unpack this verse and examine it further, let 
us look at the size of the seed. It is very much remarkable 
that Christ chooses to use the mustard seed to explain this 
Kingdom principle to them. Allow us to share, as many 
Pastors and Preachers have shown, that the mustard seed is 
indeed the smallest of all seeds. What is noteworthy, how- 
ever, is the size of the tree compared tothe size of this seed. 
Plainly put, many have been surprised at the end result in 


comparison to thesize of what has been planted. 


Christ is impressing on us today that God does not 
demand huge faith to work in our lives — for afaith the size 
of a mustard seed is all He needs. Let us, however, not 
become content with only having faith so small. Ideally, 
our faith should be progressive. One should, therefore, 
not allow faith that is only so minute and unimpressive in 
size to make us not show our faith at all. Faith is,indeed, 
the currency that causes heaven to move on our behalf. No 
matter how small your faith is, give that to God and watch 
Him work. But, child of God, don’t become complacent 


with not growing in your faith. 


Faith that is this size, according to Christ, can move 
mountains. My desire today is that you realize the power 
of your faith. Many times Christ, in Scriptures, could work 
no miracles because the people lacked faith (cf. Matthew 
13:58). Perhaps God has been calling you to do something 
this year but you are afraid to move. Truly, the opposite of 
faith is fear. I would to God that you would remove any 
fear and tap into mountain moving faith. For if you can 
believe it, God can doit. Stretch your faith, activate your 


faith, and watch God bring your dreams to pass. 


Lastly, Jesus says that with faith nothing shall be impos- —, 
sible unto you. This current pandemic has been challeng- 
ing to us in many areas. The challenge of God is still 
applicable today, even intimes like these. Be encouraged

Only Alabama residents 
and Alabama __ lifetime 
license holders ages 16 
years or older may apply 
for tags. Alabama lifetime 
license holders may apply 
for an Alligator Possession 
Tag even if they have moved 
out of the state. 

Hunters will be randomly 
selected by computer 
to receive one Alligator 
Possession Tag each (the tags 
are non-transferable). The 
random selection process 
will utilize a preference 
point system. The system 
increases the likelihood 


of repeat registrants being 
selected for a hunt as long 
as the applicant continues 


to apply. The more years an 
applicant participates in the 
registration, the higher the 
likelihood of being selected. 
If an applicant does not 
register for the hunt in a 
given year or is selected 
and accepts a tag for a hunt, 
the preference point status is 
forfeited. 

Applicants can check 
their selection status on July 
14, after 12 p.m., at https:// 


publichunts.denr.alabama. 
gov/public. Those selected 
to receive a tag must 
confirm their acceptance 
online by 8 a.m., July 21. 
After that date, alternates 
will be notified to fill any 
vacancies. Applicants drawn 
for the hunt are required to 
complete an online Alligator 
Training Course _ prior 
to accepting their hunter/ 
alternate status. The official 
course will be available on 
the applicant’s status page 
upon login. 

If selected for an Alligator 
Possession Tag at two or 
more locations, hunters 
must choose which location 
they would like to hunt. 
The slot for locations not 
chosen will be filled from 
a list of randomly selected 
alternates.

Each person receiving an 
Alligator Possession Tag 
will be allowed to harvest one 
alligator during the season. 
An 8-foot minimum length 
requirement is in effect for 
alligators harvested in the 
Lake Eufaula Zone, There 
is no minimum length for 
hunts in the other zones. 
The use of bait is prohibited. 
All alligator harvests must 
be immediately tagged with 
the temporary Alligator 
Possession Tag and reported 
as directed for each Zone. 
The permanent Alligator 
Possession Tag will be 
distributed after the hunt 
by Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries Division 
personnel, 

Hunting hours are official 
sunset to official sunrise 
in the Southwest, Coastal, 
Southeast and West Central 
Zones. For the Lake Eufaula 
Zone, hunting is allowed 
both daytime and nighttime 
hours. All Alabama hunting 
and boating regulations 
must be followed. 

The American alligator 
(Alligator mississippiensis) 
is the largest reptile in 
North America and can 
exceed 14 feet in length 
and 1,000 pounds. Known 
for its prized meat and 
leather, the species was 
threatened with extinction 
due to unregulated harvest 
during the 1920s, 30s and 
40s. No regulations existed 
in those days to limit 
the number of alligators 
harvested. In 1938, it is 


’ believed that Alabama was 


the first state to protect 
alligators by outlawing 
these unlimited harvests. 
Other states soon followed 
and, in 1967, the U.S, Fish 
and Wildlife Service placed 
the American alligator on 
the endangered species 
list. By 1987, the species 
was removed from the 
endangered species list and 
the alligator population 
has continued to expand, 
Its history illustrates an 
excellent — conservation 
success story.

State Public Fishing Lakes still require a fishing 
permit on Free Fishing Day, and fishing in a private 
pond requires the pond owner’s permission. Some piers 
may also require fees and permits. 

Free Fishing Day takes place during Alabama’s red 
snapper season. While fishing license requirements 
are waived for Free Fishing Day, those fishing for 
red snapper will still need a $10 Gulf Reef Fish 
Endorsement and a free saltwater angler registration.
